SOMETHING ABOUT SOILS 
THE BEST TREES AND PLANTS cannot be ex- 
pected to develop into beautiful, mature specimens 
unless they are given a reasonable opportunity to make 
good. They will respond to good soil and good care by 
making a quicker and better growth. They will pro- 
duce more flowers and fruit and will better withstand 
disease and pests if they are planted in happy sur- 
roundings. 

This means primarily, good soil, and soil can be 
improved if good soil is not already available to you. 

Here in California we have many types and kinds 
of soils, from light sandy loam to heavy clay adobe 
All of these soils contain a certain amount of food, 
but unless the soils also contain bacteria that is con- 
stantly working to make the plant food available, plants 
will not thrive. For this reason, most soils can and 
should be improved. 

The addition of humus, in the form of “well-rotted’ 
manures will greatly aid bacterial action. Heavy soils 
are lightened by the addition of humus and in reverse, 
light soils are made more suitable for plant life and 
increase the moisture retention qualities by the addition 
of manure, peat moss, leaf mold and other organic mat- 
ter. We consider the matter of soil the number one item 
of importance prior to the planting of any nursery 
stock, and suggest that you consult us as to how to best 
improve the condition of your soil before you begin to

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HOW TO PLANT 


THE TWO MOST IMPOR- 
TANT factors in rose grow- 
ing are buying top grade 
plants, and proper planting. 

Roses prefer an open area, 
free of tree and shrub roots, 
where they get half a day or 
more of sun, preferably morn- 
ing sun. Keep roots moist and 
covered when planting. 

Most any well drained soil, 
not too acid or alkaline can 
be made into good rose soil. 
Prepare the holes for planting 
well in advance. Dig holes 2 
feet deep and 18 inches across. 
Add to surface soil 10% peat, 
10% rotted manure and 5% 
rotted compost. Mix well. 
When planting re-dig holes, 
build a cone-shaped mound 
in the center, spread roots 
over cone; bud union (bulge 
on understock where top is 
budded on the stock) slightly 
above level of the ground. 
Fill in, firming with feet; 
water thoroughly. 

Roses are heavy feeders. 
Fertilize from mid-March to 
mid-September, using % cup 
of a well-balanced fertilizer 
per plant. Dig a trench 
around plant, fill with water. 
When water settles place fer- 
tilizer in trench, . fill with 
water again and cover after

AZALEAS 


AZALEAS should be planted in a hole three times the 
size of the ball of the plant and should be planted in 
pure peat, shallow, and prefers semi-shade. After its 
main blooming period is over, it should be pruned back 
very heavily and all the small weak branches should be 
removed entirely. Azaleas need a great deal of water 
and in soil where the drainage is good, it is almost 
impossible to over-water them. 

They should be fertilized with an acid-fertilizer 
through the month of April to and including August, 
but should have no fertilizer the remainder of the year. 


PELARGONIUMS and GERANIUMS 
PELARGONIUMS and GERANIUMS thrive in such 
varied soils that the only caution given is to provide 
good drainage in heavy soils. 

They grow in fairly acid soil and even tolerate some 
alkalinity, but become stunted and yellow in foliage- 
color as the alkaline condition increases. 

Soil for pots may be fairly heavy, such as 2 parts 
loam or top soil (not sandy), 1 part leaf mold or peat, 
and 1 part sharp sand. Geraniums should be firmly 
potted—press or stamp the soil down more than you 
would for begonias or fuchsias. 

Water young plants well until established. After 
that keep amply moist, preferably by irrigation rather 
than overhead sprinkling. Established geranium plants 
require less water than fuchsias and chrysanthemums, 
for example. 

In poor ground such as sandy or root-crowded soil 
apply humus and fertilizer before planting. Give estab- 
lished plants one or two applications during spring and 
summer. 

Potted geraniums should be fed about once a month 
during the blooming season, or more often if a liquid 
manure or salts are used. In any case, apply fertilizer 
according to the manufacturer's directions.

Removing 
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WHEN PLANTS are in cans, 
they may be removed by cut- 
ting down two sides of the 
can with tin snips or chisel 
and pulling the sides apart 
so that the can comes off 
easily. Handle so as not to 
break open the ball of earth. 

Pots may be removed by 
the following method. Place 
four fingers against the sur- 
face soil, invert the pot, tap 
lightly against something 
solid and out come the con- 
tents in your hand in one 
solid piece. 

In every case, the soil in 
the container should be fairly 
moist so that it will hold to- 
gether and care should be 
used to keep all the earth pos- 
sible on the roots. 

For plants in gallons and 
6-inch pots, dig a hole ap- 
proximately 15 inches by 15 
inches. For plants in 5-gal- 
lon or 9-inch pots, dig a 
hole approximately 24 by 24 
inches. 

In all cases, plants should 
be planted in the ground at 
about the same level as they 
were in the container. 

After the hole is partially 
filled, use water generously

before filling the hole with 
top soil so that the water will 
settle the soil around the 
plant and eliminate all air 
pockets. 


BALLED PLANTS should 
be handled by lifting the ball 
and not the top. 


Dig a hole large enough to 
hold ball and permit firming 
the earth around it. Place 
plant with top of ball even 
with the surface of the ground. 
Do not remove burlap. Fill 
in about 1/3 with soil, then 
cut top string and fold back 
corners of burlap. Fill the 
hole with water and, when 
soaked in, throw in the re- 
mainder of the soil. Firm the 
soil well, leave a_ shallow 
basin and fill again with 
water. Water again to assure 
thorough soaking of the ball.

ANNUALS are almost indis- 
pensable for color in the gar- 
den in the summer and au- 
tumn.

Next build a rim of soil on top of ground at outer 
edge of hole and fill with water immediately to wet 
soil and fill air space in soil and settle further.

It is important that 
newly planted trees have sufficient moisture but too 
frequent irrigation keeps the ground cold and prevents 
normal root growth. Subsequent irrigations should be 
made only as soil becomes dry. Citrus roots make great- 
est growth just before soil of the root area is too dry. 

Little fertilizer is mecessary during the first few 
months after planting. A little well rotted manure may

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FUCHSIAS 


FUCHSIAS may be grown in 
practically any wind-protected 
place, even in sunny positions. 
However, in the interior valleys 
fuchsias need some protection 
from the hot midday hours of 
direct sun. In the ground or in 
pots they prefer a sheltered location, protected from 
prevailing winds. This could be the east side of a 
building, under high-branched trees in filtered sunlight, 
or in a properly constructed lath house. 

Fuchsias will grow in full shade, but do not bloom 
well in a dark place. In order to grow normally and 
bloom abundantly they must have all the light possible 
and need at least three to four hours of sun a day. They 
prefer early morning sun, but will do well in late after- 
noon sun. 

As to soi! condition, the first consideraiton is good 
drainage. Waterlogged soil may be fatal to fuchsias, 
espcially in heavy soil during a cold, wet winter. Pro- 
vide good drainage by breaking up the soil at least 18 
inches deep and adding coarse sand, peat or other suit 
able material. 

To provide the humus and acid condition fuchsias re 
quire thoroughly mix plenty of well-rotted manure, leaf 
mold, peat, compost, or acid soil conditioner into the soil 

Fast growing and perpetually blooming plants need 
plenty of water. Fuchsias are no exception. In addition 
to thorough soil soaking as often as required daily over- 
head sprinkling is advised. Mulch with a layer of peat 
moss, well-rotted manure or other porous material, 
spread evenly over the ground as far out as the branches 
reach to help maintain cool moist conditions for the 
roots. Depending on the size of the fuchsias the mulch 
layer may be a fraction of an inch for young plants, to 
an inch or more for long-established ones

How to Plant 
bio Bs and TUBERS 


SPRING FLOWERING BULBS are planted in fall. 
It is best to plant as soon as the bulbs arrive at the nur- 
sery, usually from late September or October 1, de- 
pending on the variety. They may be safely planted up 
into December, but late planting is less satisfactory. 

Give bulbs a place in which sun is available at least 
part of the day. They prefer a rich well-spaded soil in 
which a quantity of bone meal has been well worked in. 
During the growing season and flowering, give them 
plenty of water. After blooming allow to grow on nat- 
urally until the leaves brown at the tips, at which time 
bulbs may be removed. This growing builds up buds 
for the next year. Bulbs can be left in the ground if 
desired, in which event cut off the tops after leaves 
start browning. 

Depth of planting, unless too shallow, is not critical. 
Usually bulbs may be set deeper in sandy soil than indi- 
cated, and possibly shallower in heavy soil. Give plenty 
of water to all bulbs. Lilies need drainage, especially 
it soil is heavy. Ranunculus and Anemones can take 
plenty of water after growth starts.

Hints for Planting LAWNS 


and Care of 
A LOVELY LAWN is not difficult to get and maintain 
if a little care is exercised in building the lawn and 
taking care of it. 

Cultivated soil needs only spading to loosen it and 
raking to grade for seeding. If soil is poor or unculti- 
vated, work in a 2-inch layer of manure or peat while 
spading. Water after grading to settle. Do this for a 
week at least and fill in low spots before seeding. 

SEEDIN G—Lightly rake new “lawn” over and loosen 
only the surface. Take grass seed at rate of 1 pound to 
200 square feet of area—divide in half. Sow half broad- 
cast, walking say north or south. Then the balance whlie 
walking east or west. Do this on a windless day so 
seed will fall evenly over ground surface. The lawn 
may be lightly raked again if desired and rolled to 
pack seed into soil. If desired, a light layer, ¥% inch, of 
peat may be spread over “lawn” as a mulch to conserve 
mixture. 

Careful, light watering soon makes the seed germi- 
nate without washing the seeds out. When grass is high 
enough mow carefully with blades set 1% inches high. 
As new grass grows thickly reduce this height to the 
usual permanent cutting height. 

Applications of balanced fertilizers in spring when 
growth starts helps new lawn maintain its vigor. Water- 
ing by soaking, especially during hot weather, keeps 
that emerald green quality so desirable in permanent 
lawns.
